Varied Penalties 


Under the law, he added, an oper- 


ilor posting the smaller cash bond 
nay commit a more serious offense. 
yet suffer a lighter penalty than 
ne who posted the larger bond and 
vas guilty of only a minor infrac- 
lon. 


"Such a result," he said, "must 


not be presumed as the intent of the 
egislature."

nder the workmen's compensation 
ct. 
The law requires that fatalities be 


reported within 24 hours and that 
all injuries must be reported on 
tho fourth day after the employe 
leaves work and the disability con- 
tinues. 


"During March only 41 per cent 


of injury cases filed by insured em 
ployers, and only 48 per 
cent of 


injury cases filed by self-insured 
employers, were actually filed with 
the industrial commission within 
seven days after the date of in- 
jury."

WARDEN DIES 


Warden Oscar Lee. 57. died today 


at his home at Waupun after a Ions; 
illness. 
He had been ill for two 


years and was on a six months 
leave of absence from his duties, 
which he assumed in 1924. 


Warden Oscar Lee 
Dies at Waupun; 
111 for 2 Years

Waupun—Ml—Warden Oscar Lee 


of the Wisconsin Stale penitentiary, 
one of the outstanding prison ad- 
ministrators of the nation, died at 
his home here today. He was 57 
years old. 


Warden Lee had been ill two 


years. Death was due to a com- 
plication of diseases. He was on a 
six months' leave of absence from 
his duties. He relinquished his du- 
ties March 1. In his absence, John 
C. Burke, chief parole officer, was 
appointed to act as warden. 


Lee became warden in 1924 and 


almost immediately began effecting 
reforms. One of his first acts was 
the elimination of striped uniforms 
for convicts. 


Compulsory Education 


He established compulsory educa- 


:ion for convicts under 40 who have 
not had schooling beyond the fifth 


rade. He also established the pri- 


son library, which now has more 
than 10,000 volumes. 


Lee inaugurated the 
program 


ivhereby each inmate gets some 
recreation daily. At his direction, 
he silent system—which means 
convicts may not carry on conver- 
sations with each other—was sus- 
pended on Saturday and Sunday 
ifternoons. He also caused organ- 
zation of the prison baseball team. 


Under Lee's regime, Waupun be- 


came known throughout the nation 
as a model prison. 


Apparently. Lee's administration 


won 
the respect 
of the inmates 


themselves. At Christmas lime, he 
received 
hundreds of 
greetings 


from former inmates. 


Lee was a former president of the 


American Prison association. 


Before coming to the Waupun in- 


stitution, he served as superintend- 
ent of the state reformatory from 
1921 to 1924. He was superintendent 
of the Industrial School for Boys at 
Waukesha from 1917 to 1921 and 
parole officer at the school from 
1911 to 1917. The year previous, he 
was superintendent of schools at 
Brandon, Wis.

Must Maintain Peace 


"Yet. we have undertaken con- 


tractual obligations to solve these 
normal human differences by main- 
taining peace; and that peace we 
are firmly resolved to maintain. 


"It shall not be endangered by 


controversies 
within 
our family 


and we will not permit it to be en- 
dangered from aggression coming 
from outside of our hemisphere." 


The president 
added 
that this 


common objective "forms a lasting 
foundation for the maintenance 01 
an 
international 
understanding 


unique in the world." Elsewhere, 
he said, there are "tragedies whose 
shadows lie heavy on the world."

Recovery Plan in Message 


Washington — 
The text of 


President Roosevelt's 
message to 


congress on business and relief aids: 


To the congress 
of the 
United 


States: 


The prosperity 
of the 
United 


States is of necessity a primary con- 
cern of government. Current events, 
if allowed to run undisturbed, will 
continue to threaten the security of 
our people and the stability of our 
economic life. The national admin- 
istration has 
promised never to 


stand idly by and watch its people. 
its business system and its national 
life disintegrate. It is because the 
course of our economics has run ad- 
versely for half a year that we owe 
it to ourselves to turn it in the oth- 
er direction before the situation be- 
comes more definitely serious. 


When this administration took of- 


fice it found business, credit and ag- 
riculture in collapse. The collapse 
had followed on the heels of over- 


speculation in and over-production 
of practically every article or in- 
strument used by man. During the 
processes of 
over-speculation and 


over-production—in the twenties— 
millions of people had been put to 
work, but the products of their 
hands had exceeded the purchasing 
po\ver of their pocketbooks, with 
the result that huge surpluses, not 
only of crops but also of buildings 
and goods of every kind, overhung 
the market. Under the inexorable 
law of supply and demand, supplies 
so overran demand which would 
pay that production was compelled 
to stop. Unemployment and closed 
factories resulted. Hence the tragic 
years from 1929 to 1933.

The number of men working is 


about 4 to 1 compared with the 
coed workers, but the ratio of male 
students to women at the univer- 
sity is about 2 to 1, Mrs. Meloche 
pointed ou'.. 


Number of working students has 


shown a steady increase during the 
last nine years, the student job di- 
rector said, explaining that the per- 
centage of student employed was 
only 47 per cent in 1329. Hccent

Washington—National significance 


is always to be derived from an 
election such as has just been held 
in Illinois, but it is not by any 
means related to President Roose- 
velt's 
strength.. 


For the defeat 
of

Nash political 
machine in Chi- 
cago docs not 
signify any ap- 
proval of pend- 
i n g legislation 
or of Roosevelt 
policies in the 
broad sense. It 
does 
mean, 


however, that 
the American 
Lawrence 


people, even in such a populous 
state as Illinois, can be aroused on 
the issue of morality in government 
—and that's of great importance at 
a time when political morality is at 
a low ebb. 


Mr. Roosevelt had the benefit of 


an alliance with the Kelly-Xash 
machine in 1936 and it was one of 
the instrumentalities through which 
he piled up a big popular vote. 
There were other machines, such 
as the Pendergast organization in 
Kansas City, where the Roosevelt 
managers were working in close 
cahoots with the most undesirable 
elements in local government in 
America. It is possible that Mr. 
Roosevelt would have been elected 
without the aid of these organiza- 
tions, but it is nevertheless signifi- 
cant when one of these powerful 
machines is overthrown. 


Vote With Other Parly 


The 
people of Cook county, 


•which includes Chicago, have been 
suffering from the behavior of the 
Nash-Kelly machine for a long 
time. Clean elections have been im- 
possible. This is one reason _why the 
Chicago Daily News, for instance, 
a newspaper owned by Colonel 
Frank Knox, 
vice- 
presidential 


nominee in 1936 on the Republican 
national ticket, came out in a front 
page editorial last week, urging 
Republican voters in Cook county 
to enter the Democratic primaries 
in an effort to smash the Kelly- 
Nash machine. The theory behind 
this move was that, since clean 
elections were not possible under 
the existing hold which the Kelly- 
Nash machine had on the local 
election mechanism, it was useless 
for the 
Republicans to keep on 


struggling to win victory for their 
own candidates. 


Something of the same sort might 


be said nationally with respect to 
other state and local situations. The 
first step is always to get rid of an 
immoral situation and to combine 
forces with others who feel the 
same, irrespective of the party 
label. 


Voting Is Heavy 


The Illinois voting was unusually 


heavy, indicating/ indeed, that Re- 
publicans did enter the primaries. 
Likewise, there was a distinct fall- 
ing off in the total vote in the Re- 
publican primaries, 
where there 


•were hardly any important contests 
anyway. 
The primary system is 


such that these same Republicans 
•who participated in the Democratic 
primaries can vote for their own 
candidates next autumn if they de- 
sire to do so. 
In this connection, it will be in- 


teresting to see what platform the 
successful Democratic nominee for 
the United States senate adopts in 


his forthcoming campaign. He was 
helped by Republican votes to win 
his victory TueseJay. What will he 
do to keep those Republican votes 
this autumn? It is most regrettable 
that Michael Igoe. United States 
district attorney and formerly a 
member of the house here, where 
he was favorably known, became 
mixed up with the Kelly-Nash ma- 
chine as its candidate. Had he been 
on the other side, he would have 
been more fortunate. 


The election was devoid of per- 


sonalities as such, but was primar- 
ily concerned with the one issue— 
the overthrow of the Kelly-Nash 
machine. The latter organization 
was the recipient of federal favors 
from time to time in the form of 
public works allotments and other 
benefactions. So to a certain extent 
also was the other faction, led by 
Governor Horner, whose enmity for 
the Kelly-Nash machine has been 
one of his biggest political assets. 
It will be recalled that the gov- 
ernor fought the Kelly machine the 
last time he was up for renomina- 
tion, and he has given no quarter 
ever since. 


Roosevelt Issues 


Examination of the speeches and 


utterances would seem to indicate 
that both sides kept the Roosevelt 
issues out of the campaign by pro- 
claiming, sincerely or insincerely 
as the case may be, their respective 
beliefs in the national administra- 
tion. Such strategy was deemed de- 
sirable by each faction to avoid un- 
necessary enmities, especially in 
what appeared from the start would 
be a close fight. 


The breaking down of a political 


machine is an event of major signi- 
ficance when it happens in a big 
city like Chicago. It reveals the 
temper of the people. It may well 
be considered whether this same 
temper will not reveal itself na- 
tionally some day in a definite op- 
position to an administration which 
spends $20,000.000,000 of the people's 
money and has nothing to show 
for it at the end of five years ex- 
cept more breadlines, more unem- 
ployed and a lot of schemes to turn 
out more printing press bonds, now 
called "pump priming" as a sort of 
euphemism 
to obscure 
the less 


palatable word, "inflation."

power in the hands of the consum- 
ing public and actually securing a 
more equitable distribution of the 
national income. Thus the down- 
ward spiral was stopped—and not 
merely stopped, but started on an 
upward 
course—a- trend 
lasting 


through four years and a half. 


In 1928 the national income was 


eighty billion dollars; in 1932 it had 
fallen to less than forty billion dol- 
lars. 


Since the low point of 1932, 


each year including 1937. has 
shown a steady increase in the 
income which the nation pro- 
duced, reflected in increased 
wages and salaries, in increased 
dividends, interest and indi- 
vidual's income. In 1937 the to- 
tal of our citizens' income had 
risen to sixty-eight billion dol- 
lars. 
At the end of 1936 the efforts of 


the government to aid in increasing 
the nation's purchasing power and 
in stimulating business had become 
so well recognized that both the 
business community and the gov- 
ernment felt that a large measure 
of the government's spending activ- 
ities could be materially reduced. 


Neic Over-Productlon 


But the very vigor of the recov- 


ery in both durable goods and con- 
sumers' goods brought into the pic- 
ture early in 1937 certain highly 
undesirable practices, which were 
in large part responsible for the 
economic decline which began in 
the later months of that year. Again 
production 
outran the ability to 


buy. 


There were many reasons for 


this over-production. One \\as 
fear—fear of war abroad, fear 
of inflation, fear of nation-wide 
strikes. None of these 
fears 


have been borne out. There 


, were other causes of over-pro- 


duction, and these causes dif- 
fered in each industry. 
The net result of these causes 


and 
ill-advised practices 
was a 


repetition, on a small scale, of what 
had happened in 1927, 1928 and 1929 
on a much larger scale. In other 
words, production in many impor- 
tant lines of goods outran the abil- 
ity of the public to purchase them. 
For example, through the winter 
and spring of 1937 cotton factories 
in hundreds of cases were running 
on a three-shift basis, piling up 
cotton goods in the factory, and-in 
the hands of middle men and re- 
tailers. For example, also automo- 
bile manufacturers not only turned 
out a normal increase of finished 
cars, but encouraged the normal 
increase to run into abnormal fig- 
ures, using every known method 
to push their sales. This meant, of 
course, that the steel mills of the 
nation ran on a 24 hour basis, and 
the tire companies and cotton fac- 
tories speeded up to meet the same 
type of abnormally stimulated de- 
mand. The buying power of the na- 
tion lagged behind. 


Thus by the autumn of 1937 the 


nation again had stocks on hand 
which the consuming public could 
not buy 
because the purchasing 


power of the consuming public had 
not kept pace with the production. 


During the same period prior to 


last autumn, the prices of many vi- 
tal products had risen faster than 
was warranted. For example, cop- 
per — which undoubtedly can be 
produced at a profit in this country 
for from 10 to 12 cents a pound— 
was pushed up and up to 17 cents a 
pound. The price of step] products 
of many kinds was increased far 
more than was justified by the in- 
creased wages of steel workers. In 
the case of many commodities the 
price to the consumer was raised 
well above the inflationary boom 
price of 1929. In many lines of 
goods and materials, prices got so 
high that buyers and builders ceas- 
ed to buy or to build. 


Warnings Issued 


Once more, as in 1929. the eco- 


nomic process of getting out the 
raw 
materials, 
putting 
them 


through the manufacturing and fin- 
ishing processes, selling them to the 
retailers, selling them to the con- 
sumer, and finally using them, got 
completely out of balance. The gov- 
ernment of the United States fear- 
ing just such an event had issued 
warnings in April. 1937, against 
these practices of over-production 
and high prices. The federal re- 
serve system 
curtailed 
banking 


credit, and the treasury commenced 
to "sterilize" gold 
as a further 


brake on what it was feared might 
turn into a run-away inflation. 


The simple fact is that the 


laying off of workers came 
upon us last autumn and has 
been continuing at such a pace 
ever since that all of us, gov- 
ernment and banking and busi- 
ness and workers, and those 
faced with destitution, recog- 
nize the need for action. 
It should be noted in fairness 


that since Jan. 1, 1937, the president 
has recommended to the congress 
only four measures of major im- 
portance 
to the business 
of the 


country: 


other measures affecting business 
have been proposed. 


All the energies of govern- 


ment and business must be di- 
rected to increasing the na- 
tional income; to putting more 
people into private jobs; to giv- 
ing security and the feeling of 
security to all people in all 
walks of life. 
I believe that improvement in 


government and business practices 
must go hand in hand with recov- 
ery—that they should be. and will 
be, a definite aid to recovery. While 
I do not wish in this message to 
over-emphasize some of the needs, 
I do want to say that I believe that 
we must be definitely aware of cer- 
tain of them—the elimination ol 
future tax exempt bonds of all 
kinds of government agencies; 
subjecting of government salaries 
and wages of all kinds to federal 
and state income taxes; a serious 
undertaking to solve the railroad 
problem and the problems of mon- 
opolistic practices and price fixing 
These are no new subjects; nor 
have I anything to add to them ex- 
cept the statement that their solu- 
tion will help and not hurt busi- 
ness. 


'A7o Backward Steps' 


At the same time, I must repeal 


that I believe the overwhelming 
majority of both houses of the con- 
gress will agree to—that the con- 
gress and the chief executive can 
ill-afford 
to weaken 
or destroy 


great reforms which, during the 
past five years, have been effected 
on behalf of the American people. 
In our rehabilitation of the banking 
structure and of agriculture, in our 
provisions for adequate and cheap- 
er credit for all types of business, 
in our acceptance of national re- 
sponsibility for unemployment re- 
lief, in our strengthening of the 
credit of state and local govern- 
ment, 
in our encouragement 
of 


housing, slum clearance and home 
ownership, in our supervision of 
stock exchanges and public utility 
holding companies and the issuance 
of new securities, in our provision 
for social security, the electorate of 
American wants no backward steps 
taken. 


We have recognized the right 


of labor to free organization, to 
collective bargaining; and ma- 
chinery for the handling of la- 
bor relations is now in exist- 
ence. The principles are estab- 
lished even though we can all 
admit that through the evolu- 
tion of the administration and 
practices 
can be 
improved. 


Such improvement can come 
about most quickly and most 
peacefully through sincere ef- 
forts to understand and assist 
on the part of labor leaders and 
employers alike. 
The never-ceasing evolution of 


human society will doubtless bring 
forth new problems which will re- 
quire new adjustments. Our im- 
mediate task is to consolidate and 
maintain the gams achieved. 


Needless Fears 


In this situation there is no rea- 


son and no occasion for any Ameri- 
can to allow his fears to be aroused 
or his energy and enterprise to be 
paralyzed by doubt or uncertainty. 


Our situation is vastly different 


from that which 
we faced five 


years ago. Let us use the tools al- 
ready forged and laid out on the 
bench. 


At this immediate time we 


suffer from a failure of con- 
sumer demand. The hoped for 
rc-employmcnt of this spring is 
not proceeding fast enough to 
create an economic upturn. 


Therefore the problem calls 


for action both by the govern- 
ment and by the people 
It cannot be disputed that the na- 


:ipnal income which was thirty-eight 
billions in 1932, sixty-eight billions 
in 1937 is now running at the lesser 
rate of about fifty-six billions. If 
it can be increased to eighty billion 
dollars in the course of the next 
year or two the whole economic 
picture will be different. Hundreds 
of thousands more people wilL be 
employed in private industry, hun- 
dreds of thousands fewer will be in 
need of relief, and consumer de- 
mand for goods will be 
greatly 


stimulated. I do not set eighty 
billion dollars as the national in- 
come goal. It ought to rise in the 
next decade to more than one hun- 
dred billions. I want to make it 
clear that we do not believe that 
we can get an adequate rise in na- 
tional income merely by investing, 
iending or spending public funds. 
It is essential in our economy that 
jrivate funds be put to work and 
all of us recognize that such funds 
are entitled to a fair profit. 


As citizen income rises, let us not 


:orget that 
government expendi- 


;ures will go down and government 
tax receipts vill go tip.

How and where can and should 


the government help to start an 
upward spiral?

camps now in operation. 
I call your attention to the fact 


that these appropriations will avert 
the laying off of people now receiv- 
ing assistance from the federal gov- 
ernment. 


In this same category of stopping 


the downward spiral, I also place 
the authorization 
recently given 


for the lending of money to busi- 
ness enterprises by the Reconstruc- 
tion Finance corporation. I do so 
because the greater part of such 
loans will go to businesses which 
are in grave danger of 
shutting 


down and throwing people out of 
employment. Some of the money, 
but, in all probability only 
the 


smaller part of the loans, will en- 


able businesses to employ more 
people or start new enterprises. 


Additional Credit 


2. In the second category, the ad- 


ministration proposes immediately 
to make additional bank resources 
available for the credit needs of 
the country. 
This can be done 


without legislation. It will be done 
through the desterilization of ap- 
proximately one billion four hun- 
dred million dollars of treasury 
gold, accompanied by action on the 
part of the federal reserve board to 
reduce reserve requirements by 
about three-quarters 
of a billion 


dollars. The federal reserve board 
informs me that they are willing 
to do so. These measures will make 
more abundant the supply of funds 
for commerce, industry and agri- 
culture. By themselves, however, 
monetary measures are insufficient 
to. start us on a sustained upward 
movement. 


As a part of better administra- 


tion I hope that federal banking 
supervision can be better coordi- 
nated. In addition, I am requesting 
that the securities exchange com- 
mission consider such simplifica- 
tion of regulations as will 
assist 


and expedite the financing, partic- 
ularly, of small business enterpris- 
es. 


Work Plan 


3. I come, therefore, to the third 


category Which I consider to be vi- 
tal. The first two categories—main- 
tenance of relief and the expansion 
of credit might prove 
sufficient— 


but in my judgment other mea- 
sures are essential. You and 1 can- 
not afford to equip ourselves with 
two rounds of ammunition where 
three rounds are necessary. If we 
stop at relief and credit, we may 


find ourselves without ammunition 
before the enemy is routed. If we 
arc fully equipped with the third 
round of ammunition, we stand to 
win the battle against adversity. 


This third proposal relates solely 


to definite additions to the pur- 
chasing power of the nation by 
providing new work: 


(A) I ask for certain amend-

$450.000.000. and the granting 
of authority to loan up to $1.- 
000.000,000 to states and their 
sub-divisions, a vast number of

ments can be undertaken this 
summer and autumn. I believe 
that the aid of the federal gov- 
ernment should be put in op- 
tional form—either the exist- 
ing; method of 45 percent grant 
and 55 percent loan, or the ad- 
vancing of the it hole sum as 
loans to states and their sub- 
divisions without interest. Un- 
der !>ucli a plan 
the federal 


government uould assume the 
payment of interest and the 
borrowing authority would as- 
sume the payment of the prin- 
cipal of amortization or rental. 
Under either 
method the ulti- 


mate cost to the federal govern- 
ment and to the states and their 
sub-divisions is approximately the 
same. 


-Speed Essential 


•It Is my thought that the total 


ultimate out-of-pocket cost to the 
federal government by either or 
both methods should be limited to 
one billion dollars, and further- 
more that no loans or grants should 
be made on any state or local pro- 
jects which cannot be started with- 
in' six months of the date of the 
enabling legislation, and completed 
within a year or a year and a half 
from the commencement of work. 


• (c) I recommend the appropri- 


ations of $100.000,000 to the bureau 
of public roads for highways in 
excess of the amount I have prev- 
iously recommended in the budget 
for the fiscal year 1939. but I re- 
quest that this additional amount 
be used only for projects which 
can be definitely started this cal- 
endar year. 


(D) I recommend an approp- 


riation of $37,000,000 over and 


, above estimates for the im- 


mediate undertaking: of flood 
control and reclamation to be 
expended on projects already 
authorized by this or former 


, congresses. 


(E) I recommend the approp- 


riation of $25.000,000 additional 
for federal buildings.

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TWO ELECTIONS 


Hardly could there be found the world 


over a greater contrast than that produced 
by the Germaji election of Sunday and the 
Chicago primary of Tuesday. 


The vote in Germany was a model of 


efficiency and decorum, that in Chicago 
more like a steam calliope zigzagging craz- 
jly down a street. 


In Germany 50 million people voted 


and the work was ~done as smoothly as an 
immense piece of perfect machinery func- 
tions. In Chicago where only about 2 per 
cent of that number voted, the air was 
rent with threats and shootings. And the 
day was topped off with a kidnaping and 
a murder while nearly every sort of ruf- 
fian'sm in some measure flecked the city's 
political activities. 


So far the comparison is highly favor- 


able to Germany. But an election only 
takes the waking hours of one day and is 
not as important in the life of a people as 
the events that precede and follow it. 


The campaign in Germany, like that in 


Chicago, utilized every form of approach 
to the voter. 
Radio, billboard, leaflet, 


platform, and newspaper were employed 
unsparingly in both places. But the cam- 
paign over the Rhine was entirely one- 
sided, dripping with dignity it is true, but 
who cannot be dignified when there is no 
one to dispute or deny him. The campaign 
in Chicago was like a dozen dog fights at 
one time-and became shriller as election 
day neared. v At least three-fourths of the 
things said and printed were either pure 
bunkum or the truth stretched until it 
cried out in agony. 


The German is so constituted that he 


cannot without great difficulty tolerate 
the blare and confusion of an election as 
we know it. The American has become 
so constituted that he can sleep through it 
.all undisturbed. 


The after effect of the election in each 


place is of heavy importance. In each in- 
stance the people went about their regu- 
lar business much as before excepting that 
the German dare 
not speak his mind 


while the Chicagoan may speak his inces- 
santly. 


And now we are abreast of the major, 


and perhaps an ominous difference in the 
two elections. The German does not and 
cannot know for how long a time his elec- 
tion has settled anything. Results depend 
primarily upon uniforms and guns which 
is the modern equivalent of violence. The 
Chicagoan on the other hand knows that 
the count of the ballots has definitely de- 
termined certain rights and for a certain 
length of time. He may go about his busi- 
ness without the intimidation of fear or 
the expectation of outburst. 


When the German reads of the Chicago 


election he opens his eyes in startled won-. 
der at such evidence of nonsense and near 
savagery in an otherwise civilized land. 
But the Chicagoan could not be induced by 
Herr Hitler's oratory to swap systems. He 
knows that what the German sees is just 
the froth and that the substance will be 
found in its accustomed place. 


One might terminate such a compari- 


son with the statement that one man's 
food may be found to be poisonous to an- 
other, but the really dominant fact that 
makss both the German and the Chicagoan 
satisfied with their respective lots is to 
be found in tradition. 
The German is 


unused to our hurly-burly elections and 
resents their clamor. 
They annoy and 


dismay him. 


But after living under American tradi- 


tions for 150 years we have become sat- 
isfied -with the set opinion that the virtues 
of OUT government far outweigh the ad- 
vantages that may be secured under the 
German system. 


So the Germans may continue to be 


horrified at an American election but we 
will cleave to our conclusion that our lives 
would be empty and withered were we 
to surrender our liberties as the Germans 
have merely for the repose of a quiet elec- 
tion day. 


it wasn't long before Chaliapiu's liberal 
opinions ran counter to the Soviets and he 
was deprived of his title when he elected 
to remain without the confines of his coun- 
try. The Soviets applied to him that usual 
complaint, "He sold his soul to Mammon." 


"I am a man who must be free," Cha- 


liapin once said. "I do not object to the 
Soviet idea, but in my way of doing things 
I refuse to be prevented from doing things 
that are important to me. In Russia I 
would make a move and someone would 
stop me; another move, another restrain- 
ing hand. I cannot work this way." 


Chaliapin after all was no different 


from any ordinary human. What man is 
there who does not live for freedom of 
action, liberty of thought and speech, for 
the light to breathe, work, think and 
speak as he pleases and as he has the 
Heaven-given right to do!

These are but nearby examples of a 


nationwide trend, the recognition.that a 
40 to 50 hour week is not too long for or- 
dinary trades and that wealth simply can- 
not be created without work. 


It may be said at the outset that there 


is no longer any respectable support lor 
long, tedious or strength-sapping hours 
that merely spell drudgery. But when it 
is ones determined that a certain work 
week presents men each day at their 
tasks refreshed and competent the prob- 
lem of health has been handled in rela- 
tion to work and we find ourselves facing 
the problem of working sufficiently and 
in such a manner that enough wealth is 
ciealed so those employed may have an in- 
come commensurate with natural desires 
and the prevailing standards of living 


In the dreamland pictured by well- 


wishers and overly optimistic souls men 
would hardly work at all, machines were 
to do everything, but even the care, super- 
vision and construction of machinery 
which were likely to require at last a 40- 
hour week, were overlooked. 


Men have found out a good deal dur- 


ing this and the preceding depression and 
because of layoff or dilly-dally employ- 
ment. What to do with leisure is usually 
a knottier problem than just going to 
work. For leisure, after a time, becomes a 
burden, and too often a poison, whereas 
employment for reasonable hours and un- 
der healthy surroundings is man's natural 
vocation.

They know only 
that they arc weak, unable to car' 
ry on their work as well as they 
should, and they 
attribute their 


weakness to 
overwork 
anemia 


poor digestion or even weak heart. 


Indeed it is only the last 
few 


years that physicians in America 
have begun to suspect the nature 
of the less severe type of beriberi 
that occurs here. Good clinicians in 
some hospitals are now finding that 
vitamin B deficiency is an impor- 
tant factor of the disability in at 
least ten per cent of cases entering 
the hospital wards for recurring 
cardiac decompensation or loss of 
reserve power in the heart. That is 
a condition which lays-up for pro- 
onged periods many individuals 
subject to heart-artery . trouble, 
cardiovascular disease. In order to 
maintain the circulation the heart 
n such individuals must do more 
han normal work, and 
conse- 


quently they suffer a break-down 
when the essential nutrition of the 
icart muscle fails, as it does if the 
,'itamin B intake is deficient. 


Probably a good many 
people 


ivho are not ill enough to enter a 
lospital or even to be under medi- 
cal care—at least they dislike to do 
o—are actually 
suffering 
with 


moderate berberi or polyneuritis. 
t could do them no harm 
and 


might do much good if they would 
nake sure to eat not less than three 
or four ounces of wheat germ ev- 
ery day. That 
amount of wheat 


germ would give approximately a 
housand units of vitamin B. An 
>ptimal ration for a normal adult— 
hat is. the most favorable amount 
o maintain the best possible nu- 
rition.

Of course 
wheat germ does not keep long, 
and must be bought fresh and used 
up within a few weeks. 
That is 


why it is so 
carefully 
removed 


from flour—the flour would not 
keep for months if the germ were 
not removed. 


Wheat serm tastes 
like 
plain 


wheat, if you have ever eaten plain 
wheat. It may be mixed with any 
cereal. It may be stirred in some 
tomato juice or other fruit juice to 
make a drink. It may be incorpo- 
rated m any recipe calling for 
flour—using half wheat germ meal 
and half flour in place of all flour. 
Cooking or baking destroys some 
of the vitamin B, not all of It Raw 
wheat germ is good enough for any 
one to eat, however.

As may be seen, East-West took 


advantage of the vulnerability con- 
ditions to put in vigorous defensive 
bidding. I must say, however, that 
East's course was somewhat illog- 
ical. 
In an attempt to 
sacrifice 


against the opponents' small slam 
bid, East pushed them to a grand 
slam, against which he had abso- 
lutely no defense. 
The least he 


should have done was go the whole 
hog and bid seven spades after 
North went to seven hearts. Ob- 
viously, East thought that he could 
make a good save against the smal 
slam; surely it was even more vita 
to take full insurance against a 
grand slam. But perhaps East knew 
that South would throw away a 
trick in the play 
and based his 


abrupt pass on that prophetic no 
tion. 


West opened the deuce of dia- 


monds. 
East, for no particular 


reason, covered dummy's jack and 
declarer won. 
The most cursorv 


inspection told declarer that if the 
adverse trumphs broke as well as 
3-1 it would be a simple matter to 
draw them, cash the diamond queen 
and ruff south's losing diamond in 
dummy. To that end he laid down 
the heart ace but. to his disgust. 
found that West had all four hearts. 
Maybe this rattled him. 
At any 


rate, figuring that he could not 
draw all of dummy's trumps along 
with West's because then hp would 
have no means of ruffing his losing 
diamond, declarer led a diamond 
back to the queen, praying that 
West would have to follow. Natur- 
ally his prayer was not answered 
and, indeed, considering East's three 
diamond overcall and West's open- 
ing lead of the deuce, there was no 
chance that it could be answered. 
West gleefully ruffed in for the set- 
ting trick. 


Declarer's play was absolute proof 


of optical illusion. 
How easy it 


would have been to fulfill the con- 
tract if he had taken the proper 
perspective! Naturally the second 
diamond would be ruffed, therefore 
why lead it? South, it is true, had 
a losing diamond, but North, the 
dummy, had no such loser. Why 
not make all of dummy's cards 
good? After leading the heart ace, 
all declarer had to do was lead to 
the spade, then lead a heart to dum- 
my and ruff the last spade. An- 
other trump lead, taken in dummy. 
and the drawing of West's last 
trump, while declarer discarded a 
diamond, would complete the easy 
job. 


Again I say that dummy's tricks 


are just as valuable as declarer'sl

Doing useful work is one good 


way 
of stimulating intelligence. 


You will always find that children 
who have been trained to help 
about the house are more intelli- 
gent, handier, faster on the start, 
quicker on the road, more work- 
manlike in the finish than those 
who have not been trained that 
way. 


Hands are intelligent members of 


the body. They have the power to 
translate thought into action and 
into form. Some children have a 
better intelligence in their hands 
than others. Hand-minded, they 
are called. But all children can be 
substantially benefited by having 
their hands trained to useful work. 
Girls should know that the hands 
that are useless have the dumb 
look. Intelligence, training, make 
them expressive and alive.

boys know instinctively they need 
to use their hands.

On the other hand, there 
are those who attack the eating of 
meat because they claim that it is 
full of germs, not properly cleaned 
and dangerous to health. They say 
that poisonous products are the end 
result of the digestion of meat.

"Actually meat 
under 
present 


conditions is carefully inspected by 
governmental authorities. It is gen- 
erally thoroughly 
cooked by the 


housewife before use, thus destroy- 
ing any possible dangerous germs, 
and when digested, yields products 
which are for the most part useful 
in the human body. 
Moreover, it 


has been found that certain types of 
meat have special values for health 
and should be eaten at fairly regu- 
lar intervals as valuable nutrition 
for the body. Vegetables, to be sure, 
have much significance in the daily 
diet, but they should not be eaten to 
the exclusion of other nutritional 
foods. 


Discovery of the 
fact that liver 


which overcomes pernicious anemia 
has made the vegetarians realize 
how essential meat may really be 
in the human diet. As a result of 
these discoveries, liver, which used 
to be thought of as just 'cat meal' 
and given away by the butcher to 
anyone who bought a roast, now is 
one of the highest priced meats in 
the shop.

ed some standards in the matter of 
tires. Six-ply tires arc none too 
strong and truck tires or some spe- 
cial trailer tire of commensurate 
strength should be standard equip- 
ment on all trailers. Although a 
truck tire may cost $22, where a 4- 
ply figures only a little more than 
$15, a single blowout such as arc so 
frequent on trailers may cost more 
than the additional initial cost of 
the better rubber. It is neither fair 
nor good business to send out a 
trailer such as mine—2.200 pounds 
besides 700 or 800 pounds of equip-

New York—No sensible person would doubt the sincerity of Chancel- 


lor Hitler..but there is something strange about his indifference to the 
plight of the 250,000 Germans in the conquered Austrian Tyrol, where 
Mussolini more than a decade'ago forbade the native yodel as a subver- 
sive expression. The unhappy German yodelers were terribly distressed 


av by this cruel and unusual edict, and some of them 


daringly continued to yodel in cellars at night in very 
subdued undertones, but the nervous strain was al- 
most unbearable, nevertheless. A Tyrolean forbidden 
to use his natural means of expression is like a dog 
forbidden to bark. Tyroleans tried yodeling to them- 
selves, yodeling in their sleeves and yodeling in their 
pillows at night, but Mussolini's police seemed to be 
'verywhere. and the captive minority were cruelly 
harassed. 


In fact, of all the German minorities in other lands 


the muzzled Tyroleans stand most in need of an- 
schluss. In Austria, where Hitler recently rescued a 
minority, the small element of nazis enjoyed liberties 
for which Mussolini's captive Germans dare not even 
yearn. 


True, a few were executed some years ago for assassinating Chancel- 


ler Dollfuss under orders from the nazi headquarters in Munich, but 
that punishment seemed not too severe under the circumstances. If Mu- 
nich should execute a similar decree on Mussolini, the Italians probably 
would be equally resentful. 


It is even possible that if an Aus- 


trian nationalistic society should 
now invade Berlin and shoot der 
fuehrer, the Reich, too, would take 
firm steps. Unable to catch the ac- 
tual assassins or anyone in any 
way connected with the conspiracy, 
the Reich probably would select a 
batch of captive intellectuals out of 
a prison camp and deputize them 
to represent the guilty beneath the 
ax of the elegant old world heads- 
man who wears a full dress suit 
and always shows Courtesy to each 
victim before chopping off his head. 


Neither the Austrian nor the 


Czechoslovakian 
government 
has 


ever forbidden the German minori- 
ties to yodel, and neither country 
has faced the necessity of defend- 
ing its sacred soil from the defil- 
ing tread of an invader 3,000 miles 
away, as Mussolini did in Abyssm- 
la. In defending the sacred soil of 
the Italian homeland against the 


^ invader Mussolini called to the col- 


ors many members of Hitler's or- 
phan minority in the captured Ty- 
rol and sent them out to make lit- 
tle ones out o£ big ones on the 
Abyssinian roads, not trusting them 
with muskets because he could not 
trust their aim. He found early in 
the 
campaign 
that 
a 
Tyrolean 


drawing a bead on an Ethiopian 
was likely to blow the head off an 
Italian officer. 
Being a German in 
The Tyrol Is Risky 


The 
German 
Tyroleans could 


not bring themselves 
to 
regard 


Italy as their homeland, and their 
indifference 
to 
the menace of 


Haile Selassie's perfidious legions 
was a great problem to the duce. 
Some of them went over the hill 
on being called to the colors or a 


little before they were due to be 
called and headed for Austria" and 
individual anschluss. Of these a 
number were shot by Mussolini's 
sentries, others died in blizzards 
in the mountains, others fell off 
Alps and were killed and a com- 
parative' few got 
through with 


stories of dreadful hardship and 
oppression, including the suppres- 
sion of the yodel. 


The Tyroleans for a time were 


forbidden to speak German at all 
so that they would be compelled 
to learn to speak Italian. They al- 
so were forbidden to band them- 
selves into secret political 
soci- 


eties. They evaded both verbotens. 
however. They 
would hold fur- 


tix'e meetings to 
indulge in the 


delicious gutturals of their native 
tongue and even yodel sotto voce 
and would adopt high signs and 
identification marks. 


One 
week 
the 
identification 


mark would be a piece of colored 
yarn in the lapel: the next week 
the captive minority 
would 
all 


wear white socks or set their hats 
at a certain angle. But Mussolini's 
spies were vigilant, and it was a 
risky business being a German in 
the captured tyrol — as. indeed, it 
still is if the German takes literal- 
ly der fuehrer's repeated adjura- 
tions to persevere, suffer and be 
brave to deserve rescue. 
Their Remarks Indicate 
Intentional Insult" 


There are other points on which 


der fuehrer and il duce have ex- 
pressed themselves in \vriting so 
strongly that intentional insult is 
the only meaning that can be read 
into their remarks. Two years ago, 
for example, when Mussolini-need- 
ed war materials more than Christ- 


mas trees, he 
forbade Christmas 


trees on the ground that they were 
a pagan device of a pagan people, 
namely, the 
Germans. Not long 


before that Hitler; in exalting the 
blue-eyed, 
blond 
Aryan, 
wrote 


with the "deepest 
contempt 
of 


swarthy " people with short "legs, 
black eyes and beaked noses and 
added that any aryan who married 
such a.person was guilty of some- 
thing like miscegenation. 


That description 
fits many of 


Mussolini's Italians, however, and 
in two distinct respects fits their 
king, who is so stumpy .that he 
needs a ladder to mount his char- 
ger and sweeps the world with a 
regal glare over the elbow of a 
Roman schnozzle of the aquiline 
type, so called because it resem- 
bles the hooked beak of the* eagle. 


Surely these proud 
conquerors 


are not going to laugh off such 
deadly 
cracks, 
considering how 


alert they are to resent quite tri- 
vial effronts from lesser sources. 
And it seems' incredible that Hit- 
ler while he is rescuing his min- 
orities, intends to abandon to end- 
less .torture and longing the muted 
yodelers of the tyrol. the piningest. 
minority of them all.

Fenske as unquestionably the great- 
est undergraduated middle distance 
runner in competition today. 


Walter Mehl, junior, transferred 


from the half-mile to the 2-mile run 
by Coach Jones because of a foot 
injury, developed so rapidly in the 
longer grind that in the Big Ten 
indoor championships, Mehl won in 
9:18.3, setting a new 
conference 


record, the third time he ever ran 
the distance in a race. Mehl also 
set a new 3,000 meter record in the 
state A. A. U. meet, his time being 
8:41. In spite of Mehl's fine work 
in the 
longer grinds, 
however. 


Coach Jones plans to send him back 
into his favorite half mile in the 
outdoor season.

new post office settled, surveys of 
the lot and its elevations have been 
completed for the architects and 
forwarded to Washington.

Garden Growth Depends 


On Fight Against Weeds 


Last Of Four Article* 


Almost everyone can be a pretty 


good gardener in April and May, 
when spring is in the blood. 
The 


real test comes during summer, 
when weeds shoot up to smother 
plants, and bugs fly in to eat them. 


How your 
garden 
grows 
de- 


pends upon how it is afflicted with 
these pests and what you do about 
them. 


Cultivating with a hoe—or a trow- 


el if your garden is small—after ev- 
ery rainfall is a big help. It helps 
get rid of the weeds (though you 
may have to handpick some) and 
saves moisture. Do this work when 
the soil is moist but not sticky. 


Two Bug Groups 


As for insect pests, there are two 


general groups, from the stand- 
point of control methods—sucking 
insects, like aphids and 
leafhop- 


pers, which suck the sap. and 
chewing insects, like beetles and 
caterpillars, which eat part of the 
plant, explains Montague Free in 
"Gardening" (Harcourt, Brace). 


The suckers must be actually hit 


by the insecticide used to 
fight 


them: the chewers are fought by 
applying a poison evenly on the 
plant parts they attack. 


For each type there are many 


commercial sprays and powders, or 
you can mix your own. For suck- 
ing insects, here is one solution Mr. 


credit administration and an office

Free offers: one teaspoonful of 40 
per cent nicotine sulphate, a scant 
ounce of flaked or powdered soap, 
and a gallon of water. For chewing 
Insects you can try a mixture of 
one and a half pounds of dry lead 
arsenate to 50 gallons of 
water. 


(But don't use this at the 
same 


time as a spray containing soap, or 
foliage will be injured.) 


A compressed air sprayer hold- 


ing a quart should be large enough 
for backyard gardeners. 
Handle 


the posions cautiously, store them 


under lock and key. and chase chil- 
dren and pets from the 
areas 


sprayed. 


Hand-Picking Pests 


A good way to fight some of the 


pests is to hand-pick them, drop- 
ping them into a can of kerosene. 
(If cats and dogs are too fond of 
the garden. Mr. Free reports that 
two teaspoonfuls of 40 per 
cent 


nicotine sulphate in one gallon of 
water, sprayed 
on plants 
and 


shrubs, may keep them away.) - 


When you water the garden, use 


enough to wet the, soil to a depth of 
at least a foot Evening is the best 
time, for there is less evaporation 
then.

Florists Have Constantly Sought to Produce 


Larger, More Beautiful Blossoms. 


There is no variety ol lily known 


to botanists as the Easter lily- 
Many varieties have experienced 
the honor of being grown in quan- 
tity lor Easter celebrations, and 
several varieties share that honor 
today. 


The first lily which florists now 


alive remember as the favorite for 
Easter was the madonna lily of 
gardens. This has also been called 
th« Lent lily and Annunciation lily. 
It Is^a lovely flower possessing all 
the beauty which is required for 
an Easter flower; but 
like the 


American Beauty rose, it was dis- 
placed by varieties which showed 
more willingness to grow vigorous- 
ly in greenhouses. 


Perhaps because it was imported 


In those days from Europe, it was 
displaced by a variety originating 
nearer home. Lilium Harris!!, from 
Bermuda, became the favorite and 
reignad for years. Jn the mean- 
while the lilies of Japan were slow- 
ly becoming known to the western 
hemisphere, and 
the ambitious 


Japs were laying the foundation 
of their industrial expansion, in 
•which exports of flower seeds and 
bulbs were to play an important 
part 


The first Japanese lily to be used 


in quantity for-Easter flowers was 
L. Longiflorum, whose fragrant, 
pure white trumpets were larger 
than Harrisii, although the latter 
was related to it. Then other Asi- 
atic varieties were tried out, all 
cousins of Longiflorum, including 
multiflorum, Erabu, Vaughanii and 
Formosum, the latter from the is- 
land of Formosa. 


Lilium giganteum is the present 


favorite, originating in the Himala- 
yan mountains. It excells in vigor, 
and number of lovely fragrant 
flowers. 
In England it grows in. 


gardens, often attaining the height J 
of ten feet, but it never does so1 
well in this country. After it has 
bloomed the bulbs divide, so that 
they are not likely to flower again 
for several years. 


Whatever variety your florist 


may favor, you can depend upon 


• jjetting the loveliest flowers ot the 
year on your Easter lily 


CARE OF FLOWERS 


Your Easter lily plant should not 


be over-heated. 
Seventy degrees 


during the daytime and 60 degrees 
at night is besr. 
Keep the soil 


moist but not wet. The bulb .will 
not keep over for another year sat- 
isfactory, as it is forced into bloom 
for the season and has spent most 
of its energy. 


Consider fragrance when making 


up an. arrangement. At least me 
of the flowers should have rn out- 
standing scent. This ij easily done 
now, as many of the spring flow- 
ers have a lovely perfume.

table arrangement v/hich will last 
for many 
weeks by 
Rroupinij 


blooming plants such as the tulip," 
daffodil and crocus -with a vine orj 
other green plant. Use an open 
dish or bowl for this purpose. 


One of the dyed roses, carnations, 


or gardenias are most appropriate1 
to wear for St Patrick's day. 


If you don't think spring has 


arrived, here's a list of the flowers 
which are available: sweet peas,: 
calendulas, 
carnations, 
roses, 


stocks, tulips, daffodils, crocuses/ 
fresias, lily-of-the-valley and vio- 
lets. 
Make an Indoor garden of the 


plants you receive for Easter. 


No flower has ever taken the 


place of the carnation as a favor- 
ite boutonniere. 
Look over your garden situation. 


It will soon be time to order bed- 
ding plants to trim the walks and 
make beds and borders. Use a few 
of them in the window and porch 
boxes. 
Do not neglect to get a geranium 


plant at Easter time. 


If you have little time to com-

Hamilton, Arthur Kirschbaum and 


Paul H. Barbour. Jr., of Yale Uni- 
versity School of Medicine. 


The mice had cancer when the 


water was, given to them. 
They 


drank the water, so that it 
pre- 


sumably 
distributed 
uniformly 


throughout their bodies, and not 
just in the cancers. 


But in these "heavy" drinkers 


the cancer's growth slowed down 
by a half; the rest of the animals' 
growth was not noticeably retard- 
ed. 


Just why heavy water should re- 


tard cancer growth more than na- 
tural growth the Yale men say is 
not known. It may be an effect on 
enzymes or on osmotic 
pressure, 


they feel. Heavy water is only a 
few per cent weightier than ordi- 
nary water. Its effects are not due 
to the extra weight, but to 
the 


heavy hydrogen in the water.
